In the field of education, in ad- 
dition to what-the States are do- 
ing. the Commonwealth not only 
provides many secondary and 
tertiary scholarships, but also 
helps with the construction of 
science and technical facilities 
in_the schools.

Severe water  resfrictions 
throughout the metropolitan area 
are likely in the next-two or 


three months unless much better’ 


than average rain falls occur. 


How extensive they will be 
and how long they will last, 
however, depends on all sections 
of the public as well as the 
weather. 


This is the message which 
came from the Melbourne Board 
of Works in a city-wide appeal 
to householders to save water 
now. oe 


The Board explains that hke- 
cause of the drought on catch- 
ment areas this year, the reser- 
voirs contain only half the 
amount of water (33,400 million 
gallons} which they will have 


to.contain by the end of Novem-- 


ber if stringent restrictions dur- 
ing the summer months are to be 
avoided. | 


To enable a‘ build up in re- 
serves to take place, the Board 
says that consumption will have 
to be held to a level of 150 
million gallons a day, and this 
will be possible only if every- 
one plays their fullest part in 
keeping consumption down now. 


The Board is looking to you to 
play a major part in conserving 
water because it is mainly non- 
essential domestic and inefficient 
industrial use that pushes con- 
sumption over the 150 million 
gallons mark during the summer. 

What is more, the Board says 
that without interfering in any 
way with your water needs or 
affecting your standard of living 
in any way, you can cut the 
amount of water you use by at 
Teast 20 per cent, which repre- 
sents the amount of water that 
is used wastefully every day in 
the average household.

When the dry weather comes, 
water your garden thoroughly 
about once a week only in- 
stead of lightly every day.

Although sandy soils 
may require more frequent 
watering, the Department ad- 
vises that mulches of compost 
leaves and lawn clippings or 
a covering of black plastic, 
will help keep’ water in the 
topsoil. 


A limited sprinkler ban may 
be necessary before the end of 
next week, followed by more 
severe restrictions aimed at keep- 
ing water ‘consumption to 150 
million gallons a day. 


The severity of the restrictions 
will be governed by rainfall and 
its effect on streamfiows in the 
catchments and by the extent of 
the co-operation of suburban 
householders in keeping their 
consumption of water to a mini- 
mum.

DANGER TO HEALTH 
SCHEMES 


If hospital and ‘medical costs | 
rise too sharply ihe political | 
future of the contributory health 
scheme conli be threatened. 


This is the view of the Bank 
of New South Wales as expressed | 
in an article on Federal social 
service payments in a recent 
issue of the bank’s quarterly 
review. 


The Wales points out that the 
health scheme has never provi- 
ded complete cover against hos- 
pital or medical expenses and 
toes | not cover dental expenses 
at all. 


“Tocluding taxation — provi- 
sions,” it goes on, “the net 
effect of the contributory health 
scheme has been to ensure, as 
with child endowment, that the 
net burden on people on higher 
incomes is Jess than on those 
at the lower end of the scheme.” 


SCHEME THREATENED? 


“Although the contributory in- 
surance principle has a valuable 
component of individual respon- 
sibility and also helps to mini- 
mise the cost of medical and 
health benefits to the Treasury, 
it is not proof against continued 
upward trends in the cost of the 
services it is designed to cover. 

“Tf these rise too sharply, the 
political future of the contribu- 
tory scheme could be threat- 
ened.”

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~ MAGNOLIAS TO GROW IN ANY 
GARDEN 


It is interesting to see the number of magnolias 
bursting inte flower now. Many varieties can be 
obtained from the nurseries. 


Among the most popular would 
be the free-flowering soulan- 
geana rubra, the purple solan- 
geana lennei. Fs 

As well as the widely known 
pink form and purple form 
solengeana and the dwarfer 
sorts like lilifiora nigra ‘(often 
called purpurea} and lilifiora 
nigra (sometimes - called soul- 
angeana nigra), magnolias make 
ideal ornamental trees produc- 
ing large flowers in early spring 
before leaves appear. 7 

These trees grow well in fer- 
tile, reasonable moist soils. 

They don't require lime at any 
time, and prefer a sheltered, 
sunny position in temperate or 
cold areas. 

Magnolias grow to a height 


of from 10 to 15ft. according to 
which variety you choose. x 
Be careful when transplanting. 
Even smaller plants resent being 
shifted. Jt is advisable to buy 
plants already established in a 
container. 
No pruning is necessary except 
to_keep the tree in shape. _ 
Magnolias require fertilisers 
similar to camelias and azalias. 
Other outstanding shrubs and 
trees coming into flower now 
include the long flowering lam- 
berthie ti-tree (masses of pink 
flowers). Will_grow in any posi- 
tion, prefers full sun. 
Camelias, with many varieties 
and colours to choose from, does 
much better where the plant | 
can get the morning sun.
